to Justice. 


Oklahoma City—Hundred *f tlm*a 


during bis SI jours as arch-fo* of th* 
lawless element In Oklsboma "BUI" 
TUgbman faced th* biasing guaa of 
baak bandit*, train robbers, murder- 
era. cattle rustlers and similar gentry, 
giving bullet for bullet and almost 
invariably bringing In his man. A 
doien. perhaps fifteen, criminals met 
death at bis bands; docens were 
"winced" by bla unerring flre; scores 
of proved bad men surrendered with- 
out a shot rather than face his marks- 
manship 


And then, at tan o'clock on the night 


of November l * small touring car, 
bearing two men and two women, ca- 
reered down the principal street of 
Cromwell, blackest spot In Oklahoma's 
oil fields, snd came to a stop in front 
of -Ma" Murphy s dance ball. One of 
th* men stepped to the ground, drew 
a revolver and flred down the street, 
apparently without a target. Be was 
unsteady In his gait, witnesses said, 
from liquor. 


TUgbman then marshal of Crom- 


well, at $500 a month, the highest 
salary ever paid a peace officer In Ok- 
lahoma, stepped from the dance hall 
to quell the new disturbance.

snatched away his gun, never attempt- 
ing to draw his own weapon. The dis- 
turber, however, whipped out a sec- 
ond revolver, flred three shots Into tb* 
body of the officer, leaped into hla 
car and sped awsy.
